Lower Electric Rates Here 
Effective On March 1 Fail 
To Meet City’s Demand

Will Be Made At Once 


A new schedule of electric rate.s 
estimated to save Southern Cali 
fornia patrons of the Edison Com¬ 
pany more than a million doliars 
a year were announced yesterday 
by the State Railroad Commission 
to become effective March 1. The 
Commission’s decision in the mat¬ 
ter followed a series of hearing's 
extending over a period of several 
months and will affect more than 
100 communities. 

The saving to average house¬ 
holders and business houses in 
Sierra Madre will be slight. The 
new schedule does not meet the 
demand of Sierra Madres' coun¬ 
cil that consumers of electric 
crurent in this city be given the 
same rate as is charged in the 
neighboring cities of Arcadia and 
Monrovia. 

In announcing its new schedule 
the Railroad Commission in a 
statement said that it "expects to 
order a complete new revamping 
of rates for street lighting in the 
near future for the various mu¬ 
nicipalities served by the Edison 
Company.” 

Members of the city council 
last night were of the opinion 
that at the next council meeting 
a resolution would be adopted re¬ 
submitting to the Railroad Com¬ 
mission a request that e’ectric

N ext Wednesday, February 
28, Is the last day for 
registration of voters be¬ 
fore the municipal election to 
be held on April 9, at which 
four city officials will be 
cho.sen.

Next Thursday 

Formal notice was given yes¬ 
terday by Administrator Herbert 
C. L<?gg of the WPA that the 
: $199,991 project for the recon- 
I .struction of the little Santa Anita 
Channel within the city limits of 
I Sierra Madre will be completed 
by F’ebruary 29. Nearly 200 men 
have been employed on the pro¬ 
ject most of the time for almost 
a year. They began under the 
Santa Anita Dam and worked 
donw to Santa Anita avenue 
where the water is carried off in 
the flume constructed some years 
ago by the subJividers of the 
Cook Woodley tract. About June 
1 WPA will begin work on the 
big Santa Anita channel through 
Arcadlj, the project having been 
approved and the money appro¬ 
priated.

'To 
those who knew her she was a 1 
faithful and sincere friend. She 1 
had suffered from asthma for years ^ 
anti after repeated attacks since j 
Christmas, died unexpectedly Feb -1 
ruary 13, 1940. Left to mourn 
her loss are her husband; two 
children. Vincent and Christine; 
Mrs.Frawley, her mother; and a 
brother. 

The Ro.'nry was recited on 
Thursday evening at Grant Chapel 
by Rev. Augustine Scanncll, C.P. 
The funeral took place from St. | 
Rita’s Church February 15, with 
mass at 9 o’clock, celebrated by 
the Rev. Eustace Eilers, C.P., an 
intimate friend of the Coyle fam¬ 
ily. The school choir sang and 
other school children formed a 
guard of honor during the proces¬ 
sional ajid the recessional. 

After the mass the Rev. Ellers 
gave a eulogy on the beautiful 
life Mrs, Coyle had led. During j 
his funeral sermon he said: 

"It isn't nece.ssary for me to re¬ 
call to your minds the virtuous 
life of Honore Coyle. She wa-s 
true to her religion and to God. 
performing her religious duties as 
well a.s her health would permit 
and sometime.s beyond it. She was I 
very conscientious about her j 
duties as a mother to her child- ; 
ron, and her re ponsibilities were , 
her first thought. .Many a time 
when I have visited her home, I j 
told her to t:ike it easy. She 
wanted to live and to live for 
her family. She tried everything 
in the worlil to recover her health 
hut without .succe.ss . . .

Dtimasfe Of Les-s Than .\ 
Thousand Dollars Believed 
To Set Pace For Stale 

Ripley ought to get this one. 
Believe it or not that in Sierra 
Madre who.se population is esti¬ 
mated by variou.s authorities as 
between 5,500 and 6,000 there was 
1 fire loss of only $970 during 
1939. There were only 14 calls 
on the fire department, and one 
of these was a false alarm. Four 
were for grass fires on vacant 
lots before the weed nuisance was 
abated early la.st summer, and 
three were for automobile fires. 
One was caused by greasy rags 
carelessly thrown in a private 
garage. 

Only five alarms were caused 
by fires in dwellings or other i 
buildings. Two of the.se five were 
in old outbuildings where the | 
damage was negligible. The total | 
fire loss on buildings was only 
$520 and on the contents of 
homes and other buildings only , 
$4,50. ! 

On a population conservatively 
estimated at 5,200, the per capita ’ 
fire loss was $.1875, believed to 
be the lowest in the state of 
California and reflects not only 
great creilit on the city's volun-1 
teer fire department rated a.s one , 
of the rno.^t efficient in the state. | 
but on the thought''ulness of local 
citizens who .are mindful of the' 
proximity of the Angeles forest , 
and the incalculable damage that' 
would follow a fire that spread 
Into that area. ‘

Acquires 760 Acres That 
Include Little Santa Anita 
Watershed 

Through the purchase of an un¬ 
divided half intere.st in 760 acres 
of water bearing land extending 
from its northern boundary three 
fourths of the way to the sum¬ 
mit of Mt. Wilson, Sierra Madre 
'ye.sterday solved its water prob¬ 
lem for all time, assuring 
it.self of its ability not only to 
take care of any increase of popu¬ 
lation within the present city 
limits, but to o.fer an adequate 
supply for any likely additions to 
the community. 

At an adjourned meeting Sat¬ 
urday, February 17, the city coun¬ 
cil entereii into an agreement with 
Judge and Mrs. Silas S. Richards, 
of Ohio, to purchase an undivided 
one-half of the A. G. Strain 
e.state property which extends 
over the Mt. Wilson trail and 
slightly atxjve the Mt. Wilson toll 
road. 

Plxperts have estimated that 
this area in the little Santa Anita 
watershed is extremely rich in 
water resources. Purchase price 
of the undivided 50 per cent of 
this land was $3,500 or $7,000 on 
the basis of full ownership. The 
other undivided one-half of the 
estate is owned by Mr. and Mrs. 
Herbert L. Martin, the other heirs 
of the Strain estate who now 
live at and operate Orchard Camp, 
which occupies a part of the pur¬ 
chase. 

The lowest price at which this 
land was ever previously offered 
was $16,000. Control of the water 
re.sources of this area which Is 
over one-haif the present size of 
the city, serves a two-fold pur- 
po.se. Of priraai^ Viportance Is 
the fact that water taken from 
the stream flow and devel'^l 
from spring.s in the upper -« 
is not affected by the present 
water litigation between the city 
of Pa,sadeaa and various cities in¬ 
cluding Sierra Midre overlying 
and adjacent to the Raymond 
ba.'in. 

While the city has the right to 
the entire canyon flow, this pur- 
ch;ise will enable it to develop 
.springs at the v-arlous sources of 
the .stream. Additional value to 
the city will accrue, due to the 
saving m power costs of pumping

Ants have been somewhat ac¬ 
tive' all winter due to the un¬ 
seasonably high temiieratures 
which have prevailed. They will 
-oon be out in great numbers on 
their sjjring foraging campiign to 
restore depleted food supplies in 
their underground nests. 

Kenneth L. Smeyer, Assistant 
L.o. 5 Angeles County Farm A<l- 
visor, .-ays that during the early 
spring food survey certain ants 
are easily poisoned since their na- 
turd food supply of honeydew, 
secreted by ap.ds and other in- 
'sects, is at a minimum. Poison 
baits put out early are most ac¬ 
ceptable by the ants and re.sults 
are generslly goad. The Argen¬ 
tine, ordorous and native gray 
ant, will take sweetened ant 
poisons found on the market 
under .several proprietary names 
or a Government formula which 
may be purchased at some whole¬ 
sale drug companies. 

For best re.sults the.se .sweetened 
poi.sons mu t be placed at fre¬ 
quent Intervals along the trails 
and near the nest of ants. The 
bait s.:ould be kept fre.sh at all 
times and replenished at inter¬ 
vals of two to three weeks. Per- 
istence is the key to all ant con¬ 
trol.

But Huge Increase Over 
Pi-evious Years Fell Far 
Short In Spending Spree 

The largest biennial income in 
the history of California, $512,- 
493,692, was received by the state 
In the two-year period which 
ended last June 30, State Control¬ 
ler Harry B. Riley rejwrted this 
week. 

In a .'tatement detailing all 
revenue for the 1937-39 biennium 
the controller revealed that the 
income for that period was $78,- 
500,000 greater than the previous 
record of $434,000,000 set in 1935- 
37. 

The $512,493,692 income repre¬ 
sents State income from all 
sources. In the 1937-39 biennium 
the State received an average in¬ 
come of $21, 353,487 per month, or 
$702,046 per day. 

Cost of State Government in 
the two-year period totaled $538,- 
868,822, the controller said. 

Of the total revenue $339,331.- 
809 went to the General Fimd; 
the balance of $173,161,883 was 
deposited In the special funds. 

Greate t revenue producer In 
the two-year period was the re¬ 
tail sales and u.se tax which 
yielded $173,121,672, or 51 per 
cent of the general fund Income. 
Second was the gasoline tax and 
license which brought $94,880,892 
into the special fund. The gas 
tax accounted for 54.79 per cent 
of the special fund revenue. 


Legislature Urged To Out¬ 
law Organizations That 
“Burn Up The Highways” 

Sierra Madre’s "Night Riders” 
and the “Road Ramblers" and 
similar organizations of young 
motorists throughout southern 
California were perturbed yester¬ 
day over a demand sent to .Sac¬ 
ramento by the San Diego grand 
jury that legislation be enacted 
outlawing the.se organizations. 

The grand jury pointed out the 
"qualifying provision for mem¬ 
bership in .such organization is 
the pos.ses-sion of an auto capable 
of making high .speeds,” and that 
since formation of the clubs two 
years ago, the qualifying rate of 
spteed has been raised from 70 
to 95 miles per hour. It was 
further a'^erted that by "burn¬ 
ing up the roads” youthful mem¬ 
bers of these organizations are 
making the highways of southern 
California unsafe. 

Since the .Sierra Madre police 
department became generous with 
its citations for .speeding on .Sier¬ 
ra Madre blvd. and other through 
streets there have not been so 
many complaints about the dis¬ 
position of youthful motorists 
hereabouts to regard the high¬ 
ways as speedways but for a 
time the jaolice were deluged with 
complaints from cltizen.a vi’ho as¬ 
serted their lives had been 
jeopardized by speed maniacs.
